\ \ HAT is government about, and 


why do we learn nothing from con. 
grefs, are enauiries which have been heard 
every day thefe two months; but which, 
as yet, nobody has been obliging enough 
toanfwer. Intruth, there never was fuch 
a dearth of congreffional news in our pa- 
pers, during any former feflion of congrefs. 
What muft have been the caufe ot this 
dearth ? Shall we look for it in the gov- 
ernment papers ? hoping to difcover fome 
fraud to have been ufed in the fuppreffion 
of information which ought to have been 
laid before the publick ? But what fhould, 
have fuggefted a fraud of this kind there, 
unlefs government meafures had been ei- 
ther jaftly reprehenfibte, or of too unpop- 
ular a tendency to render their publicity 
expedient ? Some documents of which 
the public are in poffeffion, leave little 
room for grounding concealments upon 
this hypothefis. What meafures could 
be deemed more unpopular, or, indeed, 
more juftly reprehenfible, than fome which 
government has ‘not fcrupled to publith 
to the world ? The caufe therefore ot our 
having fo little intelligence of what is go- 
ing on atthe feat of government, is tot to 
be looked tor in the government papers, 
Where then fhall we fearch for it? Muft 
ut be refolved into a fuppofition, that there 
has been no bufinefs effential to be done 
fince congrefs has been in feflion? Or, 
if this fuppofition is abfurd; if there 
_was bufinefs enough which needed atten. 
tion ; prompt and ferious attention; mnf 
we impute the negie& of fuch bufinels to 
an impotent congrefs ; a congrefs of in- 
telle€tual drones and “fluggards, deftitute 
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of powers to produce any thing fuitable 
t> be exhibited to the public eye ? Un- 
doubtedly the feclings of every friend to 
his country would be fhocked at the fug- 
geflion of an inference, that would imply, 
almofta total lafs of the talents and the dig- 
nity, which once entitled the American 
government to that high and honorable 
rank, which, under able admiciflrations, 
it had happily attained. Yet, at'this very 
moment is not every true friend to his 
country driven tothe extremity, either of 
explaining the condu& of government up- 
on improbable ana /idiculsus luppofitions, 
or of choofing the alternative, more obvi- 
ous indeed, but ungrateful to every patri- 
otic with, becaufe bumuiliating and deba- 
Fe to our nations chara€ler ? 


Should it be conceded, for the honor of 
the prefent congrefs, that our political at- 
fairs have affurned a very unfavorable af- 
peét, and that unufual enbarraffments are 
confequently experienced in the difclarge 
ot their legiflaiive funétions ; the concef- 
fion, fome may conceive, would go to 
exculpate their proceedings. But this 
would only be thifting the buiden from 
congrefs to place it upon the galled back 
of the executive; or upon fome other 
back, equally unable to bearit. If blame 
exift it muft be attached to fome agent. 
It not to congrefs, whither fhall we refer 
it ? How came our political affirsin their 
prefent embarrafling condition ? It is e- 
nough for us that we know and lamentthe 
fa&, without at prefent going into an ex- 
amination of the errors by which it has 
been brought about. It is enough for us 
to know, that government, fenfible of this 
faft, has been put completely at a ftand ; 
that, in the critical moment of perplexity, 
and alarm, when all its energy and wif- 
dom fhould bave been colle&ted in order 
to act vizoroully without rafhnefs, it has 
either done nothing, or what were better 
undone.

The mock proceedings which have been 
attempted relative to England, oftenfibly 
aiming to {care her out of a policy, which 
perhaps fhe had never dared to practice 


but for the evidence exhibited in fimilar 
proceedings of weak and wicked men in 


our councils, deferve only to be derided. 
Their only ufe will be to have recerded 
the imbecility and wantonnefs of their 
authors to pofterity. It need not be ex- 
petted that the milerable rant of a lew 
firiplings, will change the exterior policy 
of Europe. If this government would 
frighten Great Britain, or Spain, or any 
other nation into a compliance with juft- 
ice and the law of nations ; it muft attempt, 
it mufl do fgmething befides {wearing at 
them. Threats aha*denunciations, how- 
ever formidable in found, fhould not be 
relied on before there exifts at leaft a fup- 
pofed poffibility of theirexecution. When 
a flute is found to be in complete prepara- 
tion to ** join inthe unprofitable conteft,”’ 
then, indeed, a little fwaggering may be 
pardonable, it employed with the inten- 
tion of deterring trom a€tual ** barm,”’ but 
not otherwife. Such, however, appears 
not to be the opinion of government ; 
which, On every occafion, exprefies, by 
negle€ling to provide any efficient means 
ot defence, its confidence in the potency 
of its voice alone. At leaft this confidence 
is a tair dedu€tion from that negleét, and 
whoever pretends to difpute it, virtually 
concedes a defign in congrels to trifle a- 
way time under the pretext of doing bufi. 
nefs, tho’ in reality attending to the mere 
forms and pageantry of legiflation, with 
the two-fold view of acquiring fix dollars 
per diem, and neverthele‘s evading the 
difcuflion of weighty and interefting fub- 
jcQls, with regard to which, either from 
a fenfe of incapacity or fome unworthy 
motives, they are unwilling toa&. But 


| however cenfurable we deem that remifl- 
nefs in government, which can be rouied 
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by no violation of its rights, no jeopar- 
dy of its fubje&s, and which we would 
fain afcribe wholly to a mifplaced confi- 
dence in the weight of its verbal authori- 
ty; fhillthere are unavoidable grounds of 


, fofpicion, that remiffneis is not among the 


moft pardonable fins to which fome of its 
condud is referable. With what views 
did Mr. Jefferfon attempt, in ‘his official 
meffage, to counterfeit virtues which he 
never poflefied, by adwifing-fpirited and 
effeftual meafures, which he gave fecret 
inftru@tions to oppofe ? And why, in dif- 
cuffing the different fhades of economy be- 
tween thawks and {words and medals, 
have congreis put in their own pockets 
more of the public money than would 
buy twenty medals ? Why is their time 
perpetually paffed in puerile debates, and 
difputing about nouns and verbs and fyn- 
tax, while fubjeéts of national importance 
are either difregarded entireiy, or managed 
to no other parpofe than to operate as 
thanks in faving the public money ? We 
do not fay there are no individuals in con- 
grefs who have been faithful to their con- 


* flituents and their country. Some fuch we 


know there are ; and we know alfo, that 


they will acquiefce in the feverity of our 


animadverfions, We believe too, that as 
their number is comparatively {mall, and 
their influence too seeble to controul the 
movements of an overbearing and fra€tious 
majority ; the public will never afcribe to 
that influence the example, which the fec- 
ond {effion of the ninth American con- 
grels will have exhibited to the world, of 
legiflative abortion.

‘* The council of appointment adjourn- 
ed at the fame time with the legiflature. 
The prefence of the Firft Conful, in the 
city of New-York, was neceflary before 
the next eleétion, more efpecially on ac- 
count of the difference between the often- 
fible negociators of the late coalitions and 
Mr. Com/lock could not be truited, alone, 
to dire&t the proceedings of the council. 

* Mr. Lufk, and Mr. Livingflon, of 
Poughkeepfie, have not been removed 
from office, as was once fuppoted they 
would be. Indeed Cheetham had not 
made proclamation of their removal, as be 
had done of fome others ; a {ure fign that 
the matter was not fully determined. 
Cheetham points as true to his inftruGtions, 
as the needieto the pole. 

‘** The governor is not now refponfible 
for any appointinent. He has not the 
power of nomination to office more than 











any other member of the Council. He 
has a vote only in cafe of atie; fo that in 
the appointments, particularly in the re- 
movals, he had no vote at all ; Mr. Com- 
ftock, wherever'he was dire@ed to throw 
himfelt, making the majority. Some of 
the appointments among 7-publicans, it is 
underftood, were contrary tothe withes of 
the Governor, who was defirous of feleét- 
ing themoft meritorious ; but he could do 
nothing, being overruled by the Fir/t Con- 
Jul and Adam Comftock. 

“A new candidate for the next Gov- 
ernor is now talked of. What think you 
of the Surveyer.General? 1 hardly believe 
that Cheetham and his party are ferious, or 
that he would confent to run in fo defper- 
ateacaufe. He is too upright a man for 
their-purpofe ; and would, probably, foon 
fall ynder the fame abufe as Mr. Dewis for 
whom they unanimoufly voted. He mutt 
be fenfible, that he would be facrificed, 
like any other man, who did not impli- 
citly tollow the direétions given him. The 
judge who punched Mr. Purdy, will, as 
preicribed to him, ceremonioufly and fol- 
emnly decline. What the other judge 
will do, is uncertain. 

‘‘ From all appearance, the ele€tion of 
members of the next legiflature, will 
make a great change. The violent pro- 
ceedings of the council ot appointment, 
and the abominable coalition, have deep- 
ly impreffed the citizens at large. It is 
fuppofed that even Adam Comflock, will 
not have a fingle vote for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the ftate, an office to which he 
has looked forward with fome anxiety, 
and which may have been promifed to 
him.”

I hope, sir, to be excused for ing inthis 
desultory course. 1 flatter myself 1 shall not have 
occasion again to trouble you—I know not that I 
shall be able—certainly not wil.ing, unless provoked 








in self-defence. 1 ask your attention tothe char- | 


acter of the inhabitants of that southern country, 
on whom gentlemen rely for support of their meas- 
ure. Who and what are they? A simple, agti- 
cultural people, accustomed to travel, in peace, to 
market, with the produce of their labor. Who 
takes it from us? Another people devoted to man- 
nfactures—our sole source of supply. 1 have seen 
some stuff in the news-papers shses manufactures 
in Saxony, and about a man who is no longer the 
chief of a dominant faction. The greatest man 
whom I ever knew—the immortal author of the let- 
ters of Curtius—has remarked the ness of cun- 
ning people to wrap up and disguise, in well select- 
ed phrases, d ctrinés too deformed and detestable 
to bear exposure in naked words ;—by a judicious 
choice of epithets to draw the attention from the 
torking ae beneath, and perpetuate delusion 
—But a little while ago, and any man might be 
proud to be cons dered as the bead of the reptiblican 
party. . Now it seems 'tis reproachful to be deemed 
the chief of a dominant faction. Mark the magic 
of words! Head—cdie7. Republican party,dominant 
Jaction. But as to these Saxon manufactures. 
What became of their Dresden China? Why 
the Prussian bayonets have broken all the pots 
and you are content with Worcestershire or-Staf- 
fordshire ware. There are some other fine manu- 
factures on the continent, but no supply, except per- 
haps of linens, the article we can best dispense with. 
A few individuals, sir, may have a coat of Lou- 
viers cloth, or a service of Seve China—but there is 
too little, and that iittle too dear to fernish the na- 
tien. You mus' depend on the fur trade in earnest, 
and wear buffaloe hides and bear skins. 


But, sir, it seems that we, who are opposed to 
this xesolution, are men of no nerve,—who trem. 
bled in the days of the British treary—cowards (I 
presume) in the reign of terror? Is this true? Hunt 
up the journals; let our actions tell. We pursue 
' our old unshaken cotrse. We care not for the na- 
tions of Europe. But make foreign relations bend 
to our political principles and subserve our country’s 
interest. We have no wish to see another Actium, 
or Pharsalia, or the lieutenants of a mocern Alex- 
ander playing at piquet, or all fours, for the empire 
of the word. "Tis poor comfort to us, to be told 
that France has too decided a taste for luscious 
things to meddle with us; that Egypt is her ob- 
ject, or the coast of Barbary, and, at the worst, we 
shall be the last devoured: We are enamoured 
with néither nation—we would play their own 
game upon them, use them forour interest and con- 
venience. But with all my abhorrence of the 
British government, I should nor hesitate between 
Westminster Hall and a Middlesex jury, on the one 
hand, and the wood of Vincennes and a file of 
Grenadiers on the other. That jury-trial which 
walked with Horne Tooke and Hardy through the 
flames of ministerial persecu:ion is, 1 confess more 
to my taste than the trial of the Duke d‘Enghein. 


Mr. Chairman, I am sensible of having de'air ed 
_the committee longer than I cught—cer ainly lon- 
tainly longer than I intended —1 am equally sensi- 
ble of their politeness, and not less so. sir, of your 
tient attention—It is your own indulgence, sir; 
ly requitted indeed, to which you owe this per. 
secution. I might offer another apology for these 
undigested, desultory remarks; my never having 
‘seen the treasury decumenrts. Until I came into the 
House this morning, I have been stretched on a sick 
bed. But when I behold the affai:s of this nation, 
instead of being where I hoped, and the people be- 
lived they were, in responsible men, conimitied 
to Tom, Dick and-Harry,—to the refuse of the re- 
tail trade of polices, I do fel, Leannot help feelin 
the most deep and serious concern. If the execu- 
tive government would step forward and say, « such 
is our plan—such is our opinion, and such are our 
reasons in suppor of it.” LT would meet it fairly, 


would openly oppose or pledge myself to support it. 








But without compass or polar star, I will not launch 
mto an ocean of unexplored measures, which stand 
condemned by all the information to which I have 
access. The constitution of the United States de- 
clares it to be the province and the duty of the 
President ‘+ to give to Congress, from time to time, 
information of the state of the union, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such measures as he 
shall judge expedient and necessary.” Has he done 
it? 1 know, sir,that we may and do say,that we are 
independent ; (would it were truc) as free to give a 
direction to the executiveas to receive i: from him. 
But do what you will, foreign relations. every meas- 
ure short of war, and even the course of hostilities, 
depends upon him, he stands at the helm, and must 
guide the vessel of state. You give him money to 
buy Florida, and he purchases Louisiana. You 
may furnish means, the application of those means 
rest with him. Let not the master and the mate 
go below when the ship isin distress, and throw 
the responsibility upon the cook and cab:n-boy. I 
said so when fur doors were shut: I scorn to say 
less now that they are open. Gentlemen may say 
what they please. They may put an insignificant 
individual to the ban of the Republic--I shall not alier 
my course. I blush with indignation at the misrep- 
resentations which have gone forth in the public 
prints of our proceedings, public and private. + Are 
the people of the United States, the real sovereigns 
of the country, unworthy of snowing, what there is 
too much reason to believe, has been communica- 
ted to the privileged spies of foreign governments ?

eamterdicting all intercourse with St. Domingo, 1s 


one of the best we have seen. We shall treat our 
readers with it as soon as possible. 


On the final passage of the bill in the House,there 
wus no time given for debate. A lew members, 
however, improved all the opportunity they had, to 
avow their detestation of this servile measure. 

Mr, FC. Smith said he rose merely toexpress 
his satisfaction that the ayes and noes were ordered 
onthis qvestion. I consider said Mr Smith all dis- 
cussion of the merits of the billas perfecily fruitless 
---The rapid manner in which it has been hurned 
thus far through the house, utterly precludes alt de. 
liberation, and is a sure prognostic of its final pas- 
sage..It isa measure whith will greatly embarrass 
all our foreign commerce, aud if itis to have its in- 
tended elfect, which I much doubt, because I be- 
lieve its defective provisions will be easily de feared 
or evaded, it must prove completely runous to a 
lawful and vaiuvable branch of our trade. .Butas a 
measure of policy I consider it absolutely destructive 
of the best and dearest rights of this country. Sir, 
the secret is ont, the faci cannot be concealed that 
this bidis dictated by the government of France. 
The imperious mandate of the French minisier is 
published tothe world; andthe connection be- 
tweca his orders and this aw of obedicuce and 
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Increafe of submission will be clearly perceived and universally 
acknowledged...I presume not to arraign the mo- 


tives of other gentlemen...they doubtless have rea- 
sons which justify she measure to themselves...In- 
deed it is impossible their impressions can be like 
mine..For myself I view the bill under all its Cig- 
cumstances asa surrender of all rizhts of self fOve 
ernment---as Sacrifice of the honor and indepen- 
dence of this ngtion upon the altar of Gallic despo- 
tism. To this sacrifice 1 never can, I never will 
consent...and it is therefore with pleasure I shall re. 
cord my decided negative upon the Journal of the 
house. 

Mr. Dana. { rise sir, to declare my approbation 
of the sentiments expressed by my honorable col. 
league, Mr. J. C. Smith. 

_ This bill from the nature of its provisions I con- 
sider as inadequate to prevent the trade with the 
island of St. Domingo. At the same time, consid- 
ering the circumstances under which it has been 
pressed upon our attention, I view it as peculiarly 
exceptionable in principle, and as involving conse- 
quences which may be severely} injurious in practice. 

I will not attempt, at this time, to state the va- 
rious possible consequences of passing the bill. 
Without estimating the probability of its being re- 
garded by those who sow rule in Hayti as an act 
of hostility against them, and therefore as a cause 
for their exercising hostilities against this country ; 
without intimating the tendency of such measures 
to drive them to attempt maritime enierprizes, and 
thus to raise up in the West-Indies, a black Algiers 
distinguished by activity and ferocity ; without pre- 
senting to vfew the consequent dangers to the prop- 
erty of our merchants and the lives of our seamen, 
the single consideration of the circumstances under 
which we are now required to act upon this subject 
is sufficient to decide my vote against the present 
bill, even if it were otherwise of no moment. 
As one of the the representatives of the people of 
the United States, I hold it not my duty to bow to 
the mandate of any foreign power. In this light I 
view the communications, laid before the senate, 
from Talleyrand and the French minister plen#poten- 
tiary, requiring the interdiction of trade with St. 
Domingo, under the order of their imperial master... 
With such sentiments, it is impossible for me to be 
in favor of the present bill. 


Mr. Quincey. It was my intention to have enter- 
ed fully into an examination of the principles of 
this bi!l, hpt, like the gentleman from Connecticut, 
I deem myself precluded from executing this pur- 
pose, by the ‘temper and disposition discovered by 
the house. Ina commercial view, it will affect my 
particular constituents but little. The merchants 
of Bostou have been concerned in this commerce to 
avery limited degree only. There are, howeyer. 
principles in the bill affecting commercial conven- 
ieace generally, which I should have deemed it my 
duty to have considered, if the course of proceed- 
ing adopted by the house, had not convinced me 
that it was not by argument that this bill was to be 
carried, or could be defeated. The bill was hid 
upon our tables yesterday. In half an hour after, we 
were called into committée of the whole upon it ; 
through which it passed instantly without amend- 
ment. The report of the commaitce was immedi- 
ately consideyed, and a motion to postpone for a 
single day only, was violently opposed by the gen- 
tleman from Virginia, (Eppes) and from Massa- 
chuseits (BidweJl.) It is true, as has been said 
this subject has been long before the Senate, butit 
is the first time thatI ever heard that the mem- 
bers of this hoyise were in duty bound to be prepared 
to act immediately upon an important question be- 
cause it had been longer under the consideration 
of the other branch of the legislature. A similar 
degree of haste and Getermination to press this bill 
to its final passage has been equa'ly apparent in this 
day’s debate. Considering the magnitude of its 
principles and consequences, the course adopted is 
unprecedented, Under other circumstances, and 
had time been allowed for the investigation, Ll should 
have held it my duty to have shown, as 1 think 
might be done, that our restrictions of this commerce

and that thev were proof againft frre, and 
that on a day fixed, he would have it on 
Patney Common, and a fufficient quantity 
of combuftibles to try the experiment.

The houfe was fet vp, and 
fire fet to icin feveral places, but it would 
not burn, The ta&t is, the wood had been 
rendered incombuftible, by its being pre- 
vioufly boiled or foaked in allum water. 
Boards that are ufed near a ftove pipe or 
io any fituation near the fire, might be 
foaked with the above, and fo preventthem 
from catching fire, and fave all the calam- 
ity which fo often follows {uch accidents.
